BELLEVILLE REJECTS OFFER

Officials Expect State Commission 
to Order Larger Reduction. 

An offer of a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in power rates, made by the 
Illinois Power and Light Corpora- 
tion, was refused yesterday by 
Belleville city officials. The Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission has 
ordered a hearing on utility rates 
at the request of Belleville officials, 
which was followed by the offer of 
reduction. 

Mayor George A. Brechnitz said 
the offer was “merely a compro- 
mise and entirely too small. There 
should be a thorough investigation, 
the hearing held, and the final rate 
determined by the findings of the 
commission. I believe the commis- 
sion will order a rate considerably 
lower than that offered by the 
company.” 

The rates now in effect are: For 
the first 30 kilowatt hours, 8 cents 
per kilowatt hour; for the second 30 
kilowatt hours, 6 cents a kilowatt 
hour; and above that, 3 cents a 
kilowatt hour.

NEW YORK.’ July 8.—The trial 
of Otto E. Goebel, formerly of 
St. Louis, Hollywood producer, 
and eight others charged with 
using the mails to defraud, end- 
ed yesterday—207 days after it 


started. The jury convicted Goebel 
arid his associates. Goebel was sen- 
tenced to serve five years in a 
Federal penitentiary and ordered 
to pay a fine of $41,000. 

The case started last Dec, 12 and 
broke all known records for a crim- 
inal trial. For 109 days the Judge 
and jury listened to testimony and 
arguments. The rest of the time 
was consumed in week-end  ad- 
journments and recesses caused by 
the illness of jurors. 

The defendants were charged 
with illegal use of the mails in the 
sale of $3,000,000 worth of stock of 
the National Diversified Corpora- 
tion, formed by Goebel for the 
avowed purpose of carrying on a 
“clean motion-picture movement.” 

Most of the investors were Cath- 
olic priests and Jaymen. The Gov- 
ernment called as witnesses many 
prominent Catholics, including for- 
mer Gov. Alfred E. Smith, John J. 
Raskob, former Democratic nation- 
al chairman, and Bishop John J. 
Dunn, each of whom denied author- 
izing use of his name for stock pro- 
motion purposes. 

Goebel, the first defense witness, 
was called to the stand March 30. 
On May 18 he finished testifying. 

The jury of 13 men, including an 
alternate, listened to the testimony 
for two months without asking a 
question. The thirteenth juror, 
whose questions were commended 
by Federal Judge John M. Woolsey, 
was not permitted to deliberate on 
the case with his colleagues, as the 
services of an alternate were not 
required. , 

It will cost the defendants about 
$12,000 to have the record tran- 
scribed if they appeal their convic- 
tions. The court stenographer in- 
scribed in his notebooks more than 
3,000,000 words of testimony. 

Elizabeth M. Fiautt, Goebel’s sis- 
ter-in-law, for whom the jury rec- 
ommended mercy, was sentenced to 
serve a year and a day. Her sister, 
Irene C. Fiautt, was sentenced to 
four years and to pay a fine of 
$41,000. Six salesmen for the cor- 
poration received prison sentences 
and were fined $41,000 each. Jerome 
D. Kein and James F. Cassidy were 
sentenced to four years each, and 
Bernard J. Flynn, Franklyn John- 
son, Robert J. Patterson and John 
Elder were sentenced to serve two 
years each. 


Goebel Formerly Operated in Bt. 
Louis; Left Here in 1914. 

Otto E. Goebel formerly was a 
St. Louis motion picture promoter. 
He left St. Louis in 1914 following 
promotions that resulted in finan- 
cial loss to investors. 

His St. Louis company, which 
made Western pictures, went out of 
business.. The studio was at 2710 
North Twenty-fifth street. 

Goebel went to New York from 
St. Louis and later to Hollywood, 
but returned to New York in 1922.

U. S. APPEALS COURT UPHOLDS 
JUDGE FARIS IN MO. PAC. CASE 


Rules Appointment of Trustees 
Under New Bankruptcy Law Is 
Not Mandatory. 

In dismissing an application for a 
writ of mandamus to compel Fed- 
eral Judge Faris to appoint trustees 
in the Missouri Pacific bankruptcy 


action, filed by a group of shippers 
with claims against the railroad, the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday deciared that ap- 
pointment of trustees under the re- 
cent amendment of the bankruptcy 
act is not mandatory but is left to 
the discretion of the court. The 
application for the writ was filed 
by a group of shippers having 
claims against the railroad. 

The opinion, written by Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone, has no 
effect in the Missouri Pacific case 
as Judge Faris 10 days ago yielded 
to the request of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and ap- 
pointed L. W. Baldwin and Guy A. 
Thompson trustees for the prop- 
erties, declaring as he did so that 
he had not changed his mind about 
the law and still felt that the 
matter of appoinment of trustees 
was one wholly in the court's dis- 
cretion. 

On the filing of the “debtors’ peti- 
tion” in the Missouri Pacific case 
Judge Faris continued Baldwin, 
who was president of the road, in 
charge as receiver. Several inter- 
ests in the litigation asked that he 
be removed as receiver and that 
trustees be appointed, urging that 
the act clearly contemplated the ap- 
pointment of trustees in such cases, 
a point with which Judge Faris dis- 
agreed.

SWEEPS FACTORY: 
$95,000 DAMAGE 


16 Engine Companies and 
F i ve Hook-and-Ladders 
Fight Blaze at 170 Dorcas 
for Three Hours. 


Fire swept through the factory 
and general offices of Electrol, Inc., 
170 Dorcas street, early today, caus- 
ing damage estimated at $95,000 to 
the two-story brick building and 
contents. 

The blaze, of undetermined origin, 
started on the second floor and was 
discovered by the company watch- 
man, Albert Richardson, at 12:15 a.

He Takes Under Advisement Bill 
Extending Commercial Section, 
After Public Hearing. 
After a public hearing yesterday, 
Mayor Dickmann took under ad- 
visement an ordinance to change 
the zoning of three lots, 4206-08-12 
Lindell boulevard, from a multiple 
dwelling to a commercial district.

Warrants charging assault to kill 
were dismissed by State’s Attorney 
Geers at Edwardsville yesterday 
against five men questioned in the 
machine-gun attack June 27 on 
Louls Colone’s saloon at Collins- 
ville. 

An eye-witness was unable to 
identify the men, who denied par- 
ticipation in the attack. They are: 
Bernie Shelton, Hast Side gang- 
ster; Monroe Armes, also of East 
St. Louis; William Lecce and 
Charles Dellape, partners of Dan 
Maddalino, rival saloonkeeper, who 
was shot to death by Colone half 
an hour after the machine-gun at- 
tack, and Peter Nearen, bartender 
at Collinsville Park, a resort con- 
ducted by Maddalino and his part- 
ners, 

Lecce, Nearen and Dellape were 
arrested several days ago. Shelton 
and Armes appeared at the Madi- 
son County Courthouse with their 
attorney yesterday and demanded a 
hearing. The eyewitness, whose 
identity had been kept secret by the 
State, failed to identify the suspects 
as the occupants of an automobile 
from which the machine gun was 
fired. 

James Colone was wounded by 
machine gun bullets as he stood in 
his brother’s saloon. Louls Colone, 
former Collinsville policeman, went 
to Maddalino’s home with police- 
men to question his rival about the 
attack. Colone, a special Deputy 
Sheriff, and Highway Patrolman 
George Kuelks were talking to Mad- 
dalino in a darkened bedroom when 
Maddalino is reported to have 
seized one of three revolvers lying 
on a table. Colone shot his rival 
twice in the head. He was exon- 
erated by a Coroner’s jury, but 
murder warrants were sworn out 
against him and Kuelks by Geers.

A ruptured spleen, suffered in 
hitting the water improperly while 
diving, is believed to have caused 
the drowning of Arthur W. du Per- 
ret Jr., 13 years old, in the new 
municipal swimming pool at Uni- 
versity City yesterday.

Firemen and policemen worked 
over the lad with-an inhalator for 
half an hour and Dr. O. P. Hamp- 
ton, University City Health Com- 
missioner, administered a heart 
stimulant. 
A Coroner’s jury returned a ver 
dict of accident today. The verdict 
said: “{t would not be amiss to sug- 
gest to the management of this 
pool that future accidents of this 
sort could be avoided by absolutely 
prohibiting diving by one so in- 
experienced.” Davids testified Ar- 
thur had disregarded warnings to 
stop diving.

One section of the tecéntly enacted city drivers’ N · 
céense law bh&s resulted in similar action {i seven sub 
urbs, with others likely to follow suit, ih acedrdanee 
with the St. Louis County League of Munielpalities’ 
recommendation that they do sb. This is caused by 
the provision réquifing non-residénts- who use Bt. 
Louis streets more than 15 days a year to buy U 
cehecs here, unless their own milhicipalities Bava ii- 
cense laws. Sich a requifement is necessary if the 
protection of a liééisé law is to be complétd in St. 
Louis, for thousands of non-tesident drivers visit the 
eity daily. It has now resulted in stimulating action 
by Webster Groves, Maplewood, Clayton, University 
City, Glendale, Kirkwood afd Brektwood. If addi- 
tion to the safety factor involved in keéping reckiess 
drivers off the strééts, these cities haturally Were dé- 
sirous of getting the 60-cent fees for their own cofters 
rather than seeing the money collected in Bt. Lowis.

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FUNDS FOR SLUM ELIMINATION. 

On the need for slum élimination in cities there is 
HO diepute, but the problem that arises is whether 
the work shall be done by private intéftests or 
through use cf Fédéral funds. It has beeh shown 
that a modest profit can be had from euch devélop- 
thefits, if efficiently planned and conducted, but pri- 
vate interests have been siow to devote their funds 
to this use. The consensus at the National Confer- 
ence of Socia] Workers, in Cleveland, is that Federal 
funds should be sought to erase these blighted areas. 
In St. Louis, on the other hand, where the Neizgh- 
porhood Association’s eémpréhéiisive plan for a model 
block failed to obtain Federal aid because the Leg- 
islature did not pass the required housing bill, éfforts 
are Béing ihade to interest private capital, and $100,- 
000 already has. been pledged. However, stéps also 
Gre beiig taken to obtain a loan from the Federal 
public works fund. 

This country is making a distinct departure from 
ite traditional policies of individualism by making 
dans and partial grants to provide employment and 
tO sérve useful s6cial purposes. Europe goes further, 
howéver, for in many coufitries slums have been re- 
built by outright governmental subsidies. Most slum 
rehabilitation projects in Aimeérica have been philan- 
thropic in nature, with only a few carried out as 
private business enterprises, Since the need for bet- 
ter housing is so great, there can be no logi¢al ob- 
jection to Government support of slum elimination if 
private enterprise continues deliAguent.

ADD SIGNS OF RECOVERY. 

We refér the earnest seeker of signs of economic 
recovery to the réopening of three large gambling ca- 
sinds if thé Bt. Louis vieinity. Last night, the Hyde 
Patk Club at Venles opened up after a long period of 
somndlenice, ahd it Was preceded by the Mounds Giub 
and the Biltmore Club. In the haleyon days of 1929, 
these three places were heavily frequented by peraons 
who did not khéw what else to do with their stock 
market winnings. John T. Boy, owner of the Hyde 
Park Club, says the depression “put us down, but 
how I bélieve it is about over.” 

Whether such optimism is justified remains to be 
seén, Dut there is ahdther aspect of the réeopénings 
whith interests the public. There is no legal author: 
ization for the operation of a gambling casino in 
Madison County, M, whete the Hyde Park and 
Mounds clubs are situated, nor is gambling permitted 
in Jefferson County, Mo., site of the Biltmore Club. 
In the parlance of the underworld, the only way these 
establishiieita can operate is by “putting the fix” 
oh county officials responsible for Jaw enforcement. 

The same situation holds for the Riverside face 
tfack if Platte County, Mo., near Kansas City, which 
holds regular meetings, with a form of pari-mutuel 
betting, despite the fact that it is against the law. 

We submit that toleration of gamblifig through thé 
éonhivatice of public officials is more seriously op- 


posed to public pollex than legalized gamblitig under

HE bankruptcy: that is faced by our 
larger cities is not so much the restit 
of municipal corruption as of the double 


load of supporting the unremiunérative 
slums and blighted districts in the héart 
of our cities and the vast expansion of 
highways, public utilities and subways that 
was necessitated by extravagant growth to 
serve unrestricted real estate development. 

Blighted neighborhoods that exist in eév- 
ery large city throughout the éouhtry are 
thé result of an antiquated individualistic 
method of planning, building, land owner- 
ship and community disorganization. 

Im Detroit, the 17 square miles that form 
the central core of the city are all blighted, 
with the exception of a few small groups 
of modern buildings. In Cleveland, tne 
Housing Committee of the Chamber of Comn- 
meree and the city has found 22 of the 11 
square miles of the city both unfit places 
for human living and unremuhérative as 
property. 

The lower East Side of New York lost 
538 per cent of ite population between 1910 
and 10930. In Philadelphia, the population 
has been drained out of a constafitly th- 
creasing centfal area. Practiéally every 
ward within a thréé-mile radius of Phila- 
delphia City Hall lost population between 
1920 and 19380, while in the district between 
Vine ahd South streets and the two fivers, 
there are fewer inhabitants than in 1830, 

Practically nothing construétive has been 
done to rid us of the social blight of our 
citiesthe slums. We aré now distoveriig 
that these siufns are also ah etonomic 
blight. They are causing coléssal finaneial 
loss, both to their oWners and to the city. 
Unremunerative properties will not pay 
taxes, or, at best, greatly detfeased taxes. 
In old rundown: areas, municipalities are 
receiving insufficient revenue to cover the

Its purpose 
is primarily to help eéfe for the growifig 
army of ufempiéyed, The Governthent will 
spend billions. 

The great problem is how to prevent this 
money from being wasted. Shall it be in- 
vested it a futile attempt to revise & bank: 
rupt past, of in building the solid founda- 
tién for the future? The answer we give 
to that quéstion depends on how well we 
undéfstand the nature of the present de- 
pression. We are not passing thfotigh a 
dépression like 6ther depressions. The ail- 
ment of the world is not temporafy. The 
old world is dying, and in dying it is giving 
birth t6 a new era.

HILE it lifts Illinois out of

It permits promoters to charge 
13 per cent takeout and “break- 
age,” which averages 1% per 
cent—a total of 14% per cent of 
the money wagered in the mu- 
tuels. The track also must pay 
to the State 2 cents a héad for 
each patron and 3 per cent of 
the total “take” to the State as 
a daily tax. 

This, in effect, gives the grey- 
hound promoters their normal 
takeout of 11% per cent, FREE 
OF ANY TAX TO THE STATE 
except the 2 cents a head out of 
admissions, 

Contrasted with the taxes as- 
sessed against horse racing, 
which is permitted to take out 
only 6% per cent and must pay 
$1000 to $1500 daily tax and 20 
cents a head on admissions, the 
dogs now have all the better of 
the pari-mutuel argument with 
the horsemen—or will, if the Gov- 
ernor signs as expected.

Only One Race Some Day. 
Last of the Poosepatucks.

HE good news is that Jimmie 
Mattern, plucky Texan, thought 
to be lost on his flight around 
the world, has turned up safe and 
cheerful in Siberia, at the little 
trading post of Anadir, far away 
from everywhere.

TRIBLING and I were waiting 
§ tor the opening bell, when the 

Prince of Wales and his party 
came striding down that red plush 
carpet in crowded Albert Hall on 
that memorable November night 
in 1929. The future King grinned 
up at me and I grinned back. 
Laughingly we chatted in French 
—for the moment, I had forgotten 
all about Stribling until Monsieur 
See gave me a quick shove just 
ir. time to meet the advancing 
American. I tried to close in’ but 
“Strib” kept popping me with a 
stiff left until I got my own out 
straight, and in no time we were 
mauling furiously. Never before 
had I battled such an expert boxer. 
For three rounds he peppered me 
with both hands. He did not daze 
me but his punch had the sting of 
a hornet and this infuriated me. I 
continued rushing and mauling and 
did manage to land some hard but 
awkward wallops. I even dropped 
him in a fierce melee in the fourth 
round. He was driving for my body 
then and doubled me up with a 
smash that landed well below the 
belt. I was in agony and the ref- 
eree promptly awarded me the bout 
on a foul. Of course, that was an 
unsatisfactory ending so we were 
re-matched to fight in Paris three 
weeks later. 

Despite some reports to the con- 
trary, there was no fake or fraud 
to that foul. It was a purely acci- 
denal but a crippling blow. Though 
plainly outboxed, I was outmauling 
Stribling and even now I believe I 
would have worn him down before 
the tenth and final round. “Strib” 
is known as an expert clincher, but 
it surely would have: ruined him 
if he kept on clutching with me 
because all the strength advantages 
were on my side. 

With such a short time between 
bouts, our Paris engagement was 
like that London battle in some re- 
spects. Stribling took more care 
to keep out of my clutches and 
again outspeared me during most 
of the seven rounds. It was, in 
brief, another boxing lesson but 
I was getting to him when the bell 
ended the seventh. We were mikx- 
ing it up at the gong and I did 
not hear it ring as I let go a tre- 
mendous right. “Strib” had heard 
the bell and had immediately 
dropped his hands, turning towards 
hig corner. My unfortunate swing 
(as wild and as hard as those with 
which Max Baer stopped Schmel- 
ing) caught “Strib” on the back of 
the head and down he went. It was 
a crazy foul and so I lost the fight. 
Never since have I lost my head 
in that fashion. 


NE thing both those battles 
with the clever American 
taught me and that was | had 
a great deal still to learn about 
boxing.

Weaning From the Bottle 


ANY mothers enjoy their ba- 
bies so much as babies that 
they are loath to see them 
leave behind the habits of infaricy, 
and so prolong them uhwisély. 

Among these habits is drinking 
from a bottle. Perhaps the baby 
was weaned early from the breast 
with difficulty and the mother 
dréads taking up a new struggle in 
getting the baby to drink from a 
cup as he should certainly do be- 
fore he is a year old. Perhaps, too, 


she sinmply does not think that it 
mattérs whether the child drinks 
from a cup or a bottle and does the 
easiest thing. 

Weaning from the bottle at the 


proper time is important in pre- 


venting future eating difficulties. 
Many pediatricians now give the 
five or six months’ old baby cereal 
gruel twice a day and at eight 
months add 
and cooked fruit pulp at the toon 
feeding. 


The infant's acceptance of thesé 
additions to his diet, his willingness 
to také food from a spoon Or cup as 
well as from thé bottle is valuable 
in helping him make the tranai- 
tion from infant feeding habits to 
taking solid food. 

‘The baby associates drinking 
from the bottle with certain pleas- 
ant experiences, with resting eom- 
fortably against his pillows or with 
being held in mother’s arms, if 
drinking from the cup carriés over 
some of these pleasures he is less 
likely to object to it than other- 
wise. 
The baby can begin to learn 
drinking from a cup at about 6 or 7 
months, perhaps just taking his wa- 
ter and orange juice that 
first, and later the milk 
companies his noon day

Effects of Exercise 


ARD physical labor, once the 
H lot of the majority of people, 

has in.this machine age been 
appreciably reduced, 

The human constitution, however, 
appears to be in need of a certain 
amount of muscular effort, and to 
make up for the lack of exercise in 
work men have taken up voluntary 
exercise and athletics. 


The latter has been ‘said to differ 
from exercise in that it contain’ an 
emotional element, athletics being 
in the nature of play through phys- 
ical effort. 

In recent times the effects of ex- 
ercise upon the body have been sub- 
jected to a number of scientific 
studies. 

It has been asked: What are the 
desirable effects of exercise? And 
the answer appears to be that exer- 
cise leads to increases in muscle 
size, in strength end in endurance. 

Even as far back as 1628 William 
Harvey, discoverer of blood circula- 
tion, wrote: “The mofe muscular 
and powerful men are thé firmer 
their flesh; the st r, thicker, 
denser and more fi their 
hearts, the thicker, closer and 
stronger. are auricles and arteries.” 

Today we know that appropriate 
exercise produces desirable chem- 
ical changes in the blood, improve- 
ment in circulation and respiration 
ahd new co-ordinations in the nerv- 


ous system. 

Dr. Steinhaus, who has written 
upon the chronic effects of exer- 
cise, points out that the trained 
body has a heart which functions 
more efficiently, propelling more 
blood per stroke, with a corres- 
ponding increase in the heart's rest 
period and a consequent slower 


— 


bfood ‘breaks up tht older red cor- 


pus¢les and stimulates the produc- 
tion of new blood calls. More 
oxygen is carried to the active tis- 
sues. In this way the body as a 
whole benefits. 


In any case exercise should be 
reasonable in degree. 

The efficien¢y of the human body 
physiologically and in the perform- 
ance of work varies during the day. 

Thus, body temperature, which is 
commonly thought to remain con- 
stant in health, varies by as much 
as 1.3 degrees Fahrenheit. 


The temperature of man réaches 
a maximum at about 4 or 5 in 
the afternoon, being at this time 
99.5 degrees Fahrenheit. At about 
3 o'clock in thé morning the 
temperaturé of a normal person 
drops to "08.2 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Since temperature generally in- 
dicates physiologic body activities, 
it may be concluded that in the 
early hours of the morning there 
is a maximum of what might be 
called physiologic relaxation and 
slowing down. 

If the habits of man are altered, 
so that he sieeps during the day 
and works during the night, there 
is an inversion of the periods of 
Maximum and minimum tempera- 
tures. 

The higher temperature is al- 
ways associated with his working 
period, the lower with rest. ‘ 

These observations have an inter- 
esting bearing upon sieep, bodily 
activity and the genera] routine of 
our daily habits. ‘ 

Thus, the average man who is ac- 
customed to sleep during eight of 
the 24 hours could possibly be 
trained to. exist on a 12 or a 36 
hour cycle. Some individuals — 
sailors, for example, and those 
working on an ‘eight-hour shift~ 
do as a matter of fact live on a 
12-hour cycle.
